What Was Done at the Different: Churches. 


The 
Methodist. Universalist and 


Congregationalist Give up the 


Day to the Children. 


Flower Sunday or Children's day was 


observed yesterday by very appropriate 
exercises at the Methodist, Congregation- 
al and Universalist churches. 
The day 


was a rare one and the children were joy- 
ful and entered into the observance with 
a jubilant and reverant spirit. They look- 
ed as blooming as the flowers that were 
gathered for the day. 
Each succeeding 


year the observance assumes much larger 
proportions and becomes of more general 
interest. The attendance at all the 
churches observing the day showed to 
what a degree the parents and friends of 
the children are in sympathy with the 
festival. 


At The Methodist Church. 


The exercises at the Methodist church 


were very impressive and entertaining. 
The service was entitled "The Golden 
Gate" and was conducted by the Sunday 
school under the direction of Superintend- 
ent Winchell. After the organ voluntary 
the opening hymn, "O Under the Lilies" 
was sung and then followed prayer and 
responsive reading by the leader and 
school. "The Pearly Drops of Sparkling 
Dew" was sung and an introductory ad- 
dress was delivered by Miss Maud Boyn- 
ton. The address was on the subject 
"Children's Day anc1 How to Observe It." 
After this came the first character in "The 
Golden Gate Exercises." 


There was a gate erected on the plat, 


form. Its posts were about six feet high 
and were joined with an arch top. 
A 


golden colored gate was hung on each 
post and was swung ajar. The first per- 
son to come forward was a young man in 
search of the way to "Duty." The seek- 
er of "Duty" was represented by Arthur 
Braman. He inquired of the guardian of 
the gate, Miss Grace Davis, the way to 
what he sought and she informed him it 
lay through the "Golden Gate". 
She 


gave him the key, "Obedience," to what 
he sought and he took up a position in 
front of the gate. The wreath he bore, 
having the word "Duty" upon it was 
hung upon one of the gate's pillars. Miss 
Anna Johnson was in search of "Truth," 
and after a colloquy with the guardian 
her wreath was hung up and she was 
given the key, "Sincerity." 
Andrew 


Bushnell sought "Wisdom" and was 
given the key, "Humility." Lizzie Has- 
lam desired "Service" and was given 
"Love." Claud Nichol wanted "Culture" 
and was given "Endiavor." Annie Tower 
desired "Life'1 anft received the key, 
"Self Surrender." tyach pilgrim had a 
colloquy with the guardian in which he 
stated his desires. The guardian always 
gave him words of cheer and beamingly 
gave him the key to the gate through 
which he must pass before reaching the 
the goal. At the conclusion of the col- 
loquies the guardian hung from the 
arch a cross bearing the word "Jesus" as 
she said, "I place this highest good be- 
fore you for your acceptance." Pledging 
themselves to accept Jesus as their king 
and saviour and singing with the congre- 
gation the "Golden Gate Hymn," the 
pilgrims passed through the gate. There 
we're exercises for the primary depart- 
ment of the school. These were princi- 
pally recitations and were conducted by 
the little children singly and in classes. 
The church was beautifully decorated. 
The "Golden Gate" was in itself a striking 
decoration, but on each side of it were 
longe umbrellas of evergreen and flowers. 
Flowers were placed around in vases and 
the whole had a very fine effect. 
The 


music part of the program was under the 
care of Prof. Tower, who did much to 
make the exercises the success they were. 
The six pilgrims took up the collection. 


Universalist Church. 


In the morning there was a baptismal 


service and seven children were baptized. 
The pastor, Rev. A. B. Church, preached 
a sermon to the children on "Courtesy," 
taking his text from the fourth and fifth 
verses of the 13th chapter of I Corin- 
thians. The sermon was such as could be 
readily comprehended by the children. 
It was attentively heard by them all and 
must necessarily have left upon their 
minds good and lasting impressions. The 
church was prettily decorated with flow- 
ers from garden and field and presented a 
very inviting scene. 


In the evening the exercises were al- 


most wholly by the children of the Sun- 
day school, assisted by the Sunday school 
orchestra, under the direction of F. E. 
Macomber. While the orchestra rendered 
a selection the school marched in and was 
seated in a body at the right of the main 
aisle. The exercises opened with singing 
by the school, followed by responsive 
reading 
led by Superintendent O. J. 


Brown, and ending with a prayer recited 
in concert. Then came various exercises, 
all very pleasing and appropiate. A num- 
ber of small children recited verses about 
the different kiids of flowers, a duet was 
sung by two small boys, and the greeting 
to summer by a number of girls was a 
pleasing feature. 


The most conspicuous feature of the 


program was the "Crowning of the Sun- 
day School Queen." Dr. M. M. Brown re- 
ceived the applicants for the throne—five 
girls who approached and put in their 
petition as the angels of Order, Literature, 
Music, Love, and the Word of God, re- 
spectively. Each presented her reason 
for claiming the throne, and while all 
were found indispensable to the Sunday 
school and assigned to conspicuous places 
therein, the throne was reserved for the 
Word of God. This was a very pretty arid 
impressive exercise and held the closest 
attention of the entire audience. 


Following this, a solo was sung by a 


young lady. The exercises were freely in- 
terspersed with music and were very in- 
teresting throughout. They occupied just 
one hour and were closed with the Dox- 
ology and benediction. 


Congregational Church. 


The services at the Congregational 


church were as entertaining and beautiful 
as flowers and little children could make 
them. The church was trimmed in flow- 
ers and foliage of green and white, and 
the little Sunday school children, bearing 
flowers and foliage inarched into the 


church to the sound of music and taking 
front seats added to the floral decorations 
by making a sort of miniature forest 
about the pulpit. 


Responsive readings, hymns in which 


che children's voices predominated, and 
appropriate recitations by the little 
ones, with a baptismal service, made up 
the program of services. 


One pretty incident in these annual ser- 


vices is the giving to each of the littlest 
children a potted plant, which is to be 
nurtured and saved as a memento of the 
day. The expressions on the faces of the 
delighted children as they march out of 
the church with their botanical treasures 
is a pleasing study in physiogomy. 
The 


scribe was pleased to notice one little 
Sunday-school shylock driving a hard 
bargain outside the church door trying to 
secure a better plant in exchange for his 
own unfortunate choice of a scraggly one. 


There is one kindly criticism to be made 


on these and similar exercises in general. 
They are too long. Brevity on a hot day 
is about the most welcome thing that can 
be given an audience. If there is ever a 
fit time, which we question, for long liter- 
ary exercises and long preaching services, 
it certainly is not in the hot months of 
summer. 


NORTHAMPTON'S GREAT FIRE. 


XOT OXE THIS SEASOX. 


One of the Nonotuck Company's Silk Mills 


Totally Destroyed. 


The greatest fire that has occurred in 


Northampton for n?any years took place 
last night when the John M. Leonard silk 
mill in Florence was burned. The build- 
ing and contents were a total loss, noth- 
ing being saved except the safe building 
in which wis stored a large quantity of 
manufactured goods. The loss is esti- 
mated at from $100,000 to $150,000 and is 
covered by about 575,000 insurance. The 
mill is made up of several wooden build- 
ings joined together and was about 350 
feet long. It was a manufactory of silk 
thread and was controlled by the Mono- 
tuck silk company.

THEY WANT AN EXCHANGE. 


Some of the Real Estate Agents Think it 


Time to Organize. 


There is talk among the real estate 


agents of forming an organization to be 
known as the Real Estate Exchange. It 
is said that regulation is necessary to pro- 
tect agents from unfair treatment and loss 
at the hands of some of those for whom 
they sell property. One agent says it is a 
very common happening for people to get 
together and do their own trading after 
an agent has worked the matter all up, 
and then, of course, there is no commis- 
sion to pay. Another thing about which 
there is complaint is the cutting down of 
commissions after trades are made. One of 
the agents in speaking about this matter 
the other day said he lately effected a, sale 
on which his legitimate commission was 
|80, but after the trade was closed the 
man proposed to pay him but f40 for his 
services. By hard work and much reason- 
ieg the agent succeeded in getting fSO. 
This same agent says he lost |300 last year 
in ways like the above, and he and most 
of the others in the business feel that they 
should get together aud take steps to put 
a stop to that sort of thing. There are, 
however, a few agents in town who are 
not yet converted to the idea of an ex- 
change, and it is thought the movement 
would not amount to much 
unless 


all were included in its membership. The 
matter has been under consideration for 
some time and if anything of the kind is 
to be done it 
will 
probably 
be 


before 
long. 
The 
purpose 
of 
the 


organization, 
if one is effected, will 


not be to increase commissions, but to 
protect its members from imposition and 
secure fair treatment from the people 
they serve.

A Demand For Taxes 


as a Pretext. 


Used 


Nestorian Christians, Already Half Starved, 


Worse Off Than Ever. 


LONDON*, June 10.—A special correspond 


ent, writing from Djulca, Russia, undci 
date of Ma}' 7, says that the Turkish gov 
eminent is preparing for what looks like t> 
massacre of Nestorian Christijms in the 
mountains of Kurdistan. It is assorted 
that the government has given orders tc 
starve the independent tribes of Xestoriims 
in the mountain region immediately \ves1 
of Gawar. 


The orders, it is stated, are that no fooa 


supplies of any kind shall be allowed tc 
enter the territory of the indouendcat 
tribes, and measures are said to Imvo buen 
taku'ii to eiiforw these orders to the letter. 
This action is apparently taken as a 
moans of compelling the independent 
tribes to submh to the Turkish imthority 
and to pay the tnxcs demanded by the 
Turkish government, and is regarded as 
the first serious attempt that the Turks 
have made to extort taxes from the inde- 
pendent tribes. 


From the earliest times in the history ol 


the Ottoman empire those tribes have bccu 
Independent of Turkish rule. They havt 
paid no taxes, and they have acknowledged 
no allegiance to the Turkish government. 
All Turkish officials have been excluded 
from the territory of the tribes, and tax 
gatherers having regard for their own 
lives have let the independent people alone 


In Their Mountain Fastnesses. 


The presence of these independents has 


always been a thorn in the side of tilt 
Turkish government; bat, as it was prae 
tically impossible to subdue the halt 
savage mountaineers by force of arms, no 
attempt has been made to discipline them 
The present course of the government i.- 
taken its ail indication that the sultan has 
set on foot a systematic persecution ol 
Christians in all parts of the empire. Thu 
fact, that the independents pay no taxes i? 
looked upon by the opponents of the porte 
as merely a plausible excuse for the gov- 
ernment's action. 


33ut wiiy tlie sultan should come upon 


these half wild people for taxes now. at'tet 
an independence since the Babylonian 
era, is not easily explained. The sultan 
has plenty of opportunity of knowing that 
the independent Xesturians are too poor tu 
pay taxes, and that many of them make a 
living by going down into the villages ol 
their wretchedly poor fellow countrymen 
and begging. There is one large village 
inhabited entirely by beggars. These pool 
creatures are to lie starved because they 
wtil not share with rlie rfultaii of Turkey 
the scraps of bread, the refuse bits of meat 
and tiie odds and ends which they obtuiu 
by begging. 


It i-, not difficult to forecast the probable 


result of the starvation of tins race of beg- 
gars should MIL- report turn out to be cor- 
rect. Driven desperate by hunger, the 
people will endeavor to obtain food from 
Gawar and other outside districts, and 
there will be fights' with the Turkish 
troops, the villages will possibly be at- 
tacked, and some of the wretched people, 
naturally, will be killed, uud no man cuu 
prophesy
